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allowed for discussion, and we should have 
thought that Uount Brockdorff would have 
been sensible enough to make the best of 
that short time, instead of making the 
worst of #. Had he confined himself to 
matters of purely practical importance, and 
are his whole attention to the points in 
the [Peace Treaty which may be considered 
and lend themselves to discussion, 
some advantage might possibly have been 
ained. He has neglected his opportunt- 
ties! and has succeeded only in hardening 
the determination of the Allies to tolerate 
no nonsense. 
The Allies, in the meantime, are prepar- 
ing. for every emergency. They have de- 
cided to enforce the most stringent 
blotkade should Germany refuse to sign 
the Treaty; and Marshal Foch has left for 
the Rhine. Events in Germany justily 
these precautions. It is very dificult to 
predict exactly how the Germans will seek 
to evade their obligations ; that they will 
attempt some trickery seems certain. Herr 
Scheidemann’s voice leads the chorus of 
“indignation” and protest which has arisen 
from every corner of Germany. ~ The 
terms are so terrible that no country could 
fulfil them. Were we to sign them we 
should do so in the knowledge that we 
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justified is that Mr. Macpherson intends | 


to co-ordinate the work of the several 
organisations which exist for the training 
of women and the prevention of unem- 
pleyment.

Ulicit Stills. 


Two facts are made clear in the annual 
report of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise. One is that Scotland, despite 
the progress of the prohibition movement, 
is still the greatest whiskey-drinking 
country in the world. The other is 
that there has been an enarmous in- 
crease in the number of illicit stalls. 
Last year 414 plants for the manu- 
facture of “poteen” were seized by 
the authorities, and, with two exceptions 
(which were found in Scotland), they were 
all located in this country. The disparity 
in the figures is startling. Perhaps, the 
explanation lies in the fact that the Irish 
Constabulary are more vigilant 
successful than the Scottish police.
